This Month's Ham Radio (May) is their annual antenna issue and 
there is an antenna idea for everybody from the lowbanders to 1296 
MHz. There is also an excellent article on measuring complex 
impedances with an SWR bridge. There is an article on building a 
tower for your antenna farm from aluminum extension ladders and 
another article on how to load your tower and use it as a shunt 
fed grounded vertical radiator. 


In their 'Presstop' section they reported another FCC docket 
(20264) which proposes to add another TV channel on the low end 
which puts the channel down into the six meter band. Seems like 
everyone on the air wants a piece of the amateur bands today. 


This month's issue of 73 Magazine has a number of interesting 
articles and construction projects.
